VOLCANO REPORTED

The board action, announced 
yesterday, sends the proposed 
new’ wage program to Economic 
Stabilizer Eric Johnston. 

(Johnston, in Spokane, Wash., 
on private business, hgd “‘no com- 
ment at this time.” He said he 
wants to see a written draft of 
. the proposal first. Asked if the 
suggestion was news to him, he 
said, “Not exactly.” Johnston is 
in Spokane to attend a board 
meeting of a brick company he 
heads. He will fly back to Wash- 
ington tomorrow.) 

Possible Effect on Prices. 

The result of such a program, 
if approved by Johnston, may be 
to apply new pressures on busi- 
ness and industry to hold down 
prices. 

The WSB proposed that cost- 
of-living pay increases be permit- 
ted generally, wherever an em- 


ployer and his workers agree on) 


them. 

These increases, sometimes 
called escalator arrangements, are 
geared to ups and downs of the 
Government’s cost-of-living index. 
They have been confined offi- 
cially to workers in unions which 
had escalator clauses in contracts 
made prior to the January wage- 
price “freeze.” 


Under the new proposal, al- 
most any worker could have his 
pay increased in ratio to the way 
his living costs climb—if his boss 
agreed. Non-union as well as 
union workers could negotiate for 
a boost. 


The WSB chairman, George W. 
Taylor, termed the proposal a ma- 
jor decision. If the price line 
can be held, he added, wages 
automatically would be stabilized. 


Easing of Freeze, Some Say.

Chemical Guinea Pigs 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I read with interest your article, 
“Chemistry Dons the Chef’s White 
Cap,” in which Mr. Paul Logue says, 
“Of course, chemicals, like anything 
else, can cause trouble if improperly 
used.” Then he cites the extreme ex- 
ample of the girl who died from eat- 
ing too much selt. 

What he neglected to mention was 
the appalling amounts of chemicals, 
whose use by us is either known to be 
injurious or whose effect has not yet 
been tested, which we are unknowingly 
consuming in most of the commercial 
foods we buy in the stores today. 

In the hearings now going on before 
a House committee in Washington, Dr. 
Francis E. Ray, diréctor~of the cancer 


research laboratory of the University of : 


Florida, stated that chemicals may be 
a direct or contributory factor in initi- 
ating cancer or tumor formation. He 
went on to say that about a hundred 
chemicals have shown cancer produc- 
ing properties, among them arsenic. 

In the United States alone 80,000,000 
pounds of arsenicals are used annually 
as pesticides with, as yet, unknown ef- 
fect on the national health. In addi- 
tion 30,000 bakers use _ 10,000,000 
pounds of chemical materials in pro- 
ducing five to six billion pqunds of 
bread a year. 

The proposed legislation to alter the 
food and drug laws to control the 
alarming use of chemicals in our foods 
is of such importance that it is being 
vigorously supported by the American 
Caneer Society. And vigorously op- 
posed by food and drug manufacturers. 

Mr. Logue states that man has im- 
proved on his two legs by building an 
airplane. When man boards an air- 
plane, however, he does it of his own 
volition, and the risk of doing so is his 
own. In the tremendous quantities of 
chemicals we, as a nation, consume 
every day, the risk is forced upon us. 
At the moment we are chemical guinea 
pigs—but we are not happy ones.

Jonkel, who already 
has been convicted of violating the Maryland 
election laws, admitted that he chose this meth- 
od because it was easier to undermine Tydings 
by insinuation than it would have been to prove 
his investigation was a “whitewash.” 


Senator Butler, according to the subcommit- 
tee, was fully aware of many of the devices em- 
ployed by Jonkel. He knew about the smearing 
campaign tabloid, From the Record. He never 
disavowed it. Further, he employed the Mc- 
Cormick-owned Washington Times-Herald’s edi- 
torial writer, the man who supervised the pub- 
lication of this scandal sheet, as his administra- 
tive assistant after taking his Senate seat.

Both federal and state laws were violated, 
according to the subcommittee, by publishing 
this tabloid in the name of the Young Demo- 
crats for Butler when, in fact, it was published 
and paid for by the Butler campaign head- 
quarters.

Senator McCarthy was brought into the pic- 
ture by the subcommittee’s findings that the 
Wisconsin rabble-rouser’s staff was at the dis- 
posal of the Butler campaigners, and that out- 
state campaign contributions were channeled 
through his office. The subcommittee found 
that more than $75,000 was spent in the cam- 
\paign although the legal federal limit was $14,- 
166.96. Allowable deductions might possibly 
bring the total within the limit, but the sub- 
committee would like the Department of Jus- 
tice to check the figures. 


There is not space enough here for a full re- 
view of how the McCarthys and the McCormicks 
took over and ran the Butler campaign, of how 
they crossed state lines to elect a puppet to in- 
crease their influence in the high councils of 
the nation. Suffice it to say that the subcom- 
mittee found grounds enough for its alarm over 
the political use of defamation, a campaign 
weapon which “eats like acid at the whole 
fabric of American life.” 

Recommended legislation to outlaw such tac- 
tics, to provide for closer scrutiny of campaign 
contributions, .and to tighten up the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act certainly should be 
adopted. 

But even the resolution to do all this still 
would leave the United States Senate face to 
face with the hard fact that one of its sitting 
members came to his seat by methods both 
indecent and illegal. 
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Clear Police Instructions 
St. Louis has a good police force and knows 
it. The statement by the reorganized Police 
Board will help reassure the city that it will 
continue to enjoy effective police protection. 


Under recent boards, the Police Department 
has modernized its records system and other 
equipments It has established a Police Academy 
for training its men. It has recruited able offi- 
cers. It has pursued gambling from one end of 
the city to the other, and has kept organized 
hoodlums and their rackets out of St. Louis. 


Nothing should be done to disturb this steady 
progress, and the new president of the Police 
Board, Maurice G. Roberts, promises nothing 
will disturb it. There will be no shakeups. The 
officers are charged with enforcing the laws 
against gambling, vice and crime. “Your only 
obligation,” Mr. Roberts told them, “is to the 
individual citizens of our community.”

After the Revolutionary War, a number of 
more prosperous and far-sighted citizens bought 
up Continental currency, presumably “not worth 
a Continental,” and held it until the new Gov- 
ernment had to redeem some of it, as they knew 
it would.

All this has Congressman Willis, the Humble 


Oil Co. and government lawyers in a tizzy, 
though Cord once tried the same scheme in 
California and failed. It is apparent that Con- 
gress never meant to entitle veterans to live on 
farms under the Gulf of Mexico, but Congress 
never said so. Maybe it will have to say so now 
—nobody seems to know for certain. . 

But the ironical thing about this scrip deal is 
that the Federal Government, which has domin- 
ion over the offshore -oil lands, has been strug- 
gling with the states, which demand the right to 
local exploitation of the oil. The House even 
passed a bill to give the states control, rejecting 


the dominant national interest. And now there — 


is Mr. Cord’s interest, riding betwixt and be- 
tween in a streamlined front-wheel-drive speed- 
ster, carrying benefits obtained with muzzle- 
loading rifles. 

It’s a neat scheme, and all it needs is a coon- 
skin cap and a proper amount of legal: em- 
balming.

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Wages Tied to Living Costs 
The new -wage regulation ywnanimously pro- 
“posed by the Wage Stabilization Board has been 
coming down the pike for a long time. 

When Economic Stabilizer Eric Johnston last 
January approved an order permitting cost-of- 
living wage increases for those workers with 
escalator clauses in their contracts, it was clear 
that the same rule ultimately would have to be 
applied to workers with other kinds of contracts. 
This is what WSB now proposes to do. If its 
regulation is approved by Mr. Johnston, work- 
ers will be free to seek cost-of-living adjust- 
ments either through new escalator clauses or 
through wage reopening clauses. 

Mr. Johnston’s original order was temporary, 
and permitted cost-of-living raises only until 
June. WSB earlier this week extended the pe- 
riod indefinitely, and President Truman, signing 
the economic controls bill, said: “To the extent 
that this act permits prices and the cost of liv- 
ing to rise, it will be necessary to allow reason- 
able adjustments in wages.” 

What all this adds up to is a wage policy 
substantially different from that heretofore in 
effect; The temporary policy permitted wages 
to rise 10 per cent over January 1950, and to 
rise slightly more in the case of workers with 
cost-of-living contracts. Now wages generally 
are to be permitted to rise as far as the cost of 
living rises. 

Will that mean built-in inflation? If every 
wage rise becomes the excuse for an ensuing 
price rise, of course it will. 

This puts a more serious responsibility than 
ever on stabilization officials to check and re- 
strain prices that are significant in the cost of 
living. If, despite the handicaps of the new 
controls bill, the consumer price index can be 
held fairly steady there will be no excuse for 
large general wage rises which inflate the vol- 
ume of purchasing power. 

Vigorous and effective price control remains 
the key to the whole problem. A defective bill 
must not be permitted to become the excuse for 


any other kind of price control than that.

Around a Table in Iran 

British and Iranian oil negotiators have a 
long way to go before they can compose their 
bitter dispute, but merely bring the negotiators 
together represents a substantial triumph. Am- 
bassador Harriman appears to have accomplish- 
ed that at last, and a new note of optimism 
sounds both in London and in Iran. 

Until the negotiators actually sit down at the 
same table, fingers must be kept crossed. Will 
the extremists in Iran permit a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute? There are. elements for 
whom a settlement would represent defeat and 
disappointment, for then they could not profit 
from the disruption of Iran’s economy which 
has followed the virtual stoppage of oil opera- 
tions. Can Premier Mossadegh hold his country 
in line long enough for negotiations to be com- 
pleted in good faith? 

Certainly Iran’s own best interests would be 
served by a peaceful settlement rather than a 
long stalemate. Tentative plans for the settle- 
ment appear to be extremely favorable to Iran. 

As these are shaping up, they are reported to 
call for British recognition of Iran’s right to 
nationalize its oil resources. An Iranian com- 
pany would take over ownership of these re- 
sources, and a new company jointly operated by 
Iran and the British would market and transport 
the oil, profits being shared probably on a 50-50 
basis. 

If such a settlement is reached, the West can 
congratulate itself on having got out of a crisis 
which at one time seemed certain to benefit the 
Soviet cause. Whereupon the West should take a 
vow not to let the next such crisis go so far 
before tackling its causes. 
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A Blow for Liberty in Britain 
One of those typical Britons has done one of 
those typical British things, and his feat is 
being hailed as another in the long list of nota- 
ble struggles for personal liberty. 


Ever since the war, each Englishman has had 
an identity card and a registration number. It 
has been the habit of policemen on arresting 
citizens to ask for the number, and the police 
since 1941 have kept a file of all offenders 
according to their identity cards. Evidently this 
enables the potice to catalogue speeders and 
other traffic offenders more effectively than 
by name. -

- Yorkshireman with a ruddy face, was picked up 


for overtime parking, and asked to show his 
identity card. He told the policeman to present 
his compliments to the police superintendent 
“and tell him to go to hell.” 


The case went clear to the High Court, pre- 
sided over by the Lord Chief Justice, and re- 
sulted in one of those typically British deci- 
sions. Mr. Willcock, the court held, must pro- 
duce his identity card, but at the same time 
the court criticized as “wholly unreasonable” 
the police practice of demanding identity cards 
“from all and sundry.”

Success Story of the G.I. Bill

Manppwer boss says educational training under G.I. Bill of Rights 
; has helped America avoid serious shortage of skilled men during 
. mobilization period; university heads agree on benefits; veterans 
not only learned but brought new ideas to college campus.

July 25 marked the beginning of the 
end of one of America’s most far-reaching 
experiments in higher education, the G.I. 
Bill of Rights. 

To qualify for training under the G.I. 
bill, a veteran had to be enrolled by July 
25 or his free educational chances were 
over. There are a couple of exceptions, 
but only minor ones. Those already in 
training can, of course, continue as long as 
1956, in fact. 

But the cut-off date is good for an as- 
sessment of what the G.I. program has 
done to higher edu- 
cation. Here are the 
basic facts: 

Out of 15,200,000 
World War II vet- 
erans, 7,600,000 will 
have had some sort 
of training, courtesy 
of Uncle Sam’s 
pocketbook. The 
cost: 12 billion dol- 
lars. 

The net, it ap- 
pears, is that just 
about as many young 
Americans will have 
gqne to college as Frank P, Graham 
would have gone had 
there been no war. For while thousands 
had a chance at higher learning only be- 
cause of Uncle Sam’s generosity, almost 
as many more gave up their college plans. 


Out of this change in timing—a sort of 
lumping together of college years in 
America—the nation has gained one great 
advantage: it has a vast crop of fresh-out- 
of-school trained manpower at the very 
moment when the mobilization program 
is demanding every trained man it can 
find. 


More Democracy in Schools 


Here, for example, is how Dr. Frank 
Graham, former university president and 
Senator and now manpower boss, recently 
assessed the results of the G.I. Bill of 
Rights: , 

“The G.I. Bill of Rights has been a fine 
thing for two reasons: 

“First, it has brought more democracy 
in education at the highest level by help- 
ing many deserving youths to get to col- 
lege. It has pointed up the need for a 
national scholarship program for outstand- 
ing but needy students. 

“Second, it has provided America with 
a large amount of extra skilled manpower 
in a period of defense mobilization. While 
the G.I. program was conceived to give the 
individual veteran an educational break, 
it not only has done that but it also has 
given the country a tremendous break. 


“We are only now, in this period of de- 
fense mobilization, beginning to see the 
enormity of this extra break for the na- 
tion. If America had not provided the G.I. 
Bill of Rights for its veterans, the skilled 
manpower situation today would be very 
much more desperate.” 


Incentive From Maturity 


It will take a generation, perhaps, to 
properly assess manpower 
and what it did for America. 

The Washington Post asked officials of 
the metropolitian area’s major universities 
to comment on the effects of the G.I. bill. 

nanimously, they agreed that it had been 
a good thing, for education and nation. 

Here are excerpts from their statements: 


Roy J. Deferrari, secretary general of 
Catholic University: 

“By reason of the fact that these G.I1.s 
had greater personal responsibilities at 
the moment and in the immediate future, 
they lent ‘an air of greater seriousness to 
the intellectual life of the institution.... 
The G.I.s brought a spirit of ‘get things 
done right and quick’ to the campus.” 
‘The Very Rev. Hunter Guthrie, S.J.; 
president of Georgetown University, made 
the point that “few realize that the G.I. 
bill was the master pump-priming it 
turned out to be,” a check against postwar 
economic decline. “It had the effects,” he 
said, “of a WPA and PWA without the 
political stigma attached to these.” 


New Blood, New Thought 


Father Guthgie called the program a 
success, educationally speaking. He said 
the schools benefited “not only by a supply 
of students who were not financially 
handicapped but also by a generally more 
mature level of students. ... The G.I 
put a real demand on the teaching staff 
by his broader experience and his refusal 
to take pat answers.” ‘ 

President Cloyd H. Marvin of George 
Washington University called the general 
effect of the program “good,” and added: 

“Our pattern-of-course offerings and the 
make-up of our student bodies had be- 
come somewhat fixed. The influx of vet- 
eran students brought new blood, new 
ideas and demands for new courses and 
new programs. ... Certainly we have 
learned from this experiment that too 
many. young men were being barred from 
college because they did not have money.” 

President Mordecai W. Johnson of How- 
ard University commented likewise on the 
serious attitude of G.I. students. But he 
said so many of them were enrolled at 
Howard that.“the quality of instruction 
in the undergraduate division was in- 
jured,” dropping the ratio of teachers to 
students from one teacher to 13 students 
to one to 25 (today’s figure is down to one 
to 18). The presidept added: 


“An Investment in Future” 


“But there is no doubt the program had 
a substantially helpful influence in widen- 
ing educational opportunities for Negro 
youth. It was a very wise program on the 
‘part of the Government.” 

Dr. H. C. Byrd, president of the Uni- 
verersity of Maryland, ‘declared that 
“there is not a college campus in America 
that will not be richer in its teaching and 
in its contributions to American life he- 
cause the veterans left on the campuses 
something that will never be lost.” 

Dr. Byrd ealled the program “an invest- 
ment in the future of America,” a state- 
ment which seems to be the general feel- 
ing of all those who have had g 
to do with the G.I. bill. Of course there

Despite minor reservations, Mr. Kauf- 
mann’s study is illuminating. He plunges 
at once into the question of the Nietzsche 
legend. And he makes clear beyond per- 
adventure what a shocking misfortune 
Nietzsche’s reputation suffered because his 
works subsequent to his death were un- 
scrupulously edited and controlled by a 
sister, Frau Forster, who seems to have 
been as far as possible in temperament 
from being the proper literary executor 
for her sensitive, poetic brother, Rudolph 
Steiner, who, at Frau Forster’s request, ~ 
gave her “private lessons in the philoso- 
phy of her brother,” gives-a devastatin 
report of her philosophical crudity an 
ignorance. Frau Forster Nietzsche was not 
only philosophically a boor, but she was 
married to a notorious anti-Semite and 
she herself was given over to the most 
fantastic variety of Teutonic chauvinistic 
racism. It was this woman who became 
the editor of Nietzsche. 


The blame cannot be laid completely on 
Nietzsche’s sister. Such Nietzschean 
phrases as “will to power,” “master mo- 
rality,” and “blond beast,” taken out of 
context, helped to fortify this legend. 


After giving a brief and clear account 
of the formation of the Nietzsche legend 
at the very beginning of the book, Mr. 
Kaufmann goes on to examine Nietzsche's 
own life. Mr. Kaufmann is clearly a phi- 
losopher by nature, and he is a teacher 
of philosophy (at Princeton) by profession. 
He tends therefore to find a little more 
system in Nietzsche than is actually there, 
but the leading themes and the leading 
ideas do get quite clarified. Thys for ex- 
ample, it is made plain that Nietzsche's 
“philosophy of power” was far from being 

of external and brutal ma- 


terpreted rather as , 
as enhancement of individual being an 
not in terms of the heel and helmet of 
a conquering nation. 

Certain ambiguities and indecisiveness 
are perhaps: inevitable in writing on Nie- 
tzsche, but Mr. Kaufmann has provided 
us with a useful study of what Nie 
said and what apparently he meant 
than what detractors and special-pleading 
exploiters have said about him.

TEHRAN, Aug. 4 (AP) — A

The mission, headed by Lord 


Privy Seal Richard R. Stokes, 
was met at the airport by W. 
Averell Harriman, American 
trouble-shooter in the Iranian oil 
crisis, and Javad Busheri, Iranian 
minister of roads. The British will 
see Premier Mohammed Mossa- 
degh tomorrow. 

Mossadegh made an appearance 
today before the Senate, where he 
praised Harriman for his “sincere 
efforts” to pave the way for new 
negotiations. 

At the same time, Mossadegh 
outlined the terms of yesterday's 
agreement to resume talks—dis- 
closing he apparently has dropped 
Iran’s. old ironclad insistence on 
carrying its drastic oil nationali- 
zation law out to the letter. 

It is apparent the 70-year-old 
premier is awaiting public reac- 
tion to the new talks. 

The wily, nationalistic Mossa- 
degh did not say in so many 
words that he offered a compro- 
mise to Britain. In fact, he told 
the Senators he would resign 
rather than back down on na- 
tionalization. But it is plain from 
the exchange of notes that both 
sides gave in somewhat. 

Mossadegh said Britain has ac- 
cepted Iran’s nationalization law 
of last March, which ordered the 
takeover from the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. in general language. Then 
he said Iran has agreed to discuss 
the carrying out of nationalization 

‘“on those parts which deal with 
the interests of Britain.” 

In the past, Mossadegh had 
stood on the second nationaliza- 
tion law, passed in May. This 
law provided for stripping the 
British of. oil profits, manage- 
ment, and installations—including 
the world’s biggest refinery at 
Abadan.

RED BUILDUP GOES

Actions Similar to Those 
Preceding Previous 
Major Offensives, He 
Tells U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Aug. 
4 (AP)}—Gen.. Matthew B. Ridg- 
way, United Nations commander 
in Korea, reported to the U.N. 
today that the Communists con- 
tinued their military buildup in 
Korea after the beginning of the 
cease-fire discussions. 

Ridgway’s new report covered 
the period July 1 to July 15, dur- 


ing which the preliminary peace 
talks were held and the formal 
agenda negotiations were begun. 


After pointing out that military 
activities on both side continued 
while the talks were going on, 
Ridgway said: 

“The most significant military 
development during the period 
was continuance of hostile activ- 
ities which heretofore have pre- 
saged a new major offensive. 


“The enemy continued to aug- 
ment his supply installations, 
particularly near the central and 
eastern fronts, and markedly in- 
creased the artillery and motor 
support to practically all his for- 
ward elements as far east as Pia. 


“Vehicle sightings have reached 

proportions similar to those which 
preceded earlier major offensives, 
and once more there are indica- 
tions through prisoners of war 
that fresh forces are being 
readied for action. 
“On the other hand, the exten- 
sive system of anti-tank defenses 
previously noted opposite the 
western front has been extended 
more than 40 miles eastward to 
the vicinity of Pia, and now cov- 
ers all trafficable north-south 
routes except those along the 
east coast.” 


Pia, shown on but few maps of 
Korea, appears to be somewhat 
to the north of the present battle 
lines, some 30 miles east of Kae- 
song and some 20 miles north of 
the thirty-eighth parallel. 


Some diplomatic quarters saw 
in this defensive move an indi- 
cation that perhaps the Commu- 
nists were preparing to dig in 
and stay along the anti-tank lines. 
Then the present battle line 
might become a cease-fire line— 
and the Red anti-tank line might 
be the northern border of a de- 
militarized buffer zone.

DR. ADAMS RETURNS 
FROM YUGOSLAVIA 


St. Louis Minister Praises 
U.S. Aid to. Poverty- 
Ridden Peoples. 


—— 


American aid to Greece and 
Yugoslavia “has paid off,” the 
Rev. Dr. Hampton Adams said 
yesterday after visiting those two 
countries. 

“Undoubtedly aid to Greece 
through ECA (Economic Co-oper- 
ation Administration) has pre- 
vented that nation from becom- 
ing a satellite of Moscow,” Dr. 
Adams said. : 

The minister of Union Avenue 
Christian Church returned Thurs- 
day from a special mission to 
Greece and Yugoslavia on behalf 
of the World Council of Churches. 
He was one of five Americans, 
and the only one ftom the St. 
Louis area, among the 18 mem- 
bers of the mission. The group 
represented 10 nations and 18 de- 
nominations. 

Churches Are Supervised. 

“There is obviously freedom of 
worship in Yugoslavia,” Df. 
Adams said, “but all churches 
are closely supervised by the 
Commission on Religious Affairs. 
A representative of this commis- 
sion traveled with our party all 
the time. There is a federal com- 
missioner on religious affairs in 
Belgrade, and a commissioner for 
each of the: six republics which 
— up Yugoslavia on Soviet 
nes. 


Closer Ties Possible. 

“Tito’s break with Moscow has 
opened the way for the churches 
of Yugoslavia to have closer re- 
lations with churches of the 
West. 
“The Orthodox Church of 
Greece voted last October to as- 
sociate itself with the World 
Council of Churches. Under the 
pressures of invasion, occupation 
and guerrilla warfare this historic 
church seems to be acquiring a 
new sense of responsibility for 
the depressed people of Greece. 

“We traveled by bus in both 
Greece and Yugoslavia, and in 
the villages we saw the most des- 
perate conditions of poverty. We 
were invited into the homes of 
these poor families and shared 
their meager fare. 

“We found evidence’ every- 
where of thesaid which has been 
sent by American churches. 

“Austerity Is Rule.” 

“In a Belgrade hotel I paid a 
dollar for a good meal which 
would have cost a citizen of the 
country three dollars. Austerity 
is the rule for the people, as 
Tito’s government takes a large 
part of the national income for 
great development projects.” 

Dr. Adams left St. Louis on his 
mission July 12, flying to Geneva, 
where the party was organized. 
The first visit was made to 
Greece. 

“On the day our mission left 
Geneva,” Dr. Adams said, “we 
had breakfast in Geneva, luncheon 
in. Rome and dinner in Athens.” 
At Athens the mission visited 
refugee camps and the children’s 
homes for war orphans which the 
Orthodox Church maintains. 

’“Ferrific Poverty.”

Says National 


Families Lose Church 
Homes When They 
Move About, Dr. Harry 
Kalas Explains. 


By JOHN T. STEWART,

St. Louis, like most large cities, 
is full of religiously displaced 
persons—families that have wan- 
dered away from their church 
homes, the Rev. Dr. Harry H. 
Kalas of Chicago said in an in- 
terview here yesterday. 

“The population shifts during 
World War II and since have cre- 
ated large colonies of these 
church D.P.s in nearly all large 
cities,” said Dr. Kalas, specialist 
in church surveys and recruiting 
programs for the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. 

“An American psychologist 
said recently that when people 
move around, 35 per cent of them 
are in danger of losing their 
souls,” he added. 

Conferences Here. 

Dr. Kalas was here this week 
conferring with local committees 
that will conduct a National 
Christian Teaching Mission in the 
St. Louis area Nov. 8-11. He is 
director of the mission program 
for the National Council. 

“A major purpose of this mis- 
sion,” he explained, “is to dis- 
cover these D. P.s and bring them 
into the fellowship with some 
church. We expect to find more 
than 300,000 Protestants in the 
area between Edwardsville, IIl., 
on the east and Kirkwood on the 
west who are not affiliated with 
any church. 

“This program was started five 
years ago when the 38 denomi- 
nations co-operating in the mis- 
sion became concerned about all 
these Americans who move 
around and get lost spiritually. 

“Case of Average Joe.” 

“Let’s take the case of an av- 
erage Joe, with a wife and two 
children, who leaves a_ small 
town in Iowa and moves to St. 
Louis so he can work in a de- 
fense plant. This man and woman 
grew up in a small town and 
went to the same Sunday school 
and joined the same church. They 
fell in love at the Sunday night 
meeting for young people, and 
were married in that church. The 
preacher and everybody in the 
congregation call them by their 
first names. 

“Then Joe brings his family to 
St. Louis, They are church people 
by habit, so they shop around 
the churches of their denomi- 
nation and agree on one. But it 
is a city church for city people. 
The people and the worship serv- 
ice are more sophisticated than 
Joe is used to. You can take the 
man out of the country but you 
can’t take the country out of the 
man. 

Work Left for Sundays. 

“Joe and his wife decide the 


family will feel more settled if 
they have their own home. So 
they build a little house, and be- 
ing used to hard work, and eager 
to save money, they do most of 
the inside labor themselves. But 
Joe is employed at least five days 
a week and must work on his 
house on weekends. He and his 
wife have always worked to- 
gether, and they find it easy to 
leave some of this work for 
Sundays.

Playing 
Canasta 
To Win

MONG the numerous local 
rules that players tack onto 
their canasta games is one 
says: You can’t have a 
“double freeze.” 

Of course, technically, there is 
no such thing as a double freeze. 
Either the pack is frozen or it 
isn’t. What they mean is that if 
there is already one wild card in 
the discard pile, you can’t throw 
another wild card if you have 


But the laws say you can throw 
a wild card or anything else, and 
sometimes it is a good play to do 
so. 
Both sides have melded and are 
now fighting for the pack, which 
is building up. The pack is frozen. 

This is a situation in which you 
are more interested in saving 
pairs than in anything else. 

You have five pairs, none of 
them in a rank that the oppo- 
nents have melded. This is the best 
type of hand you could possibly 
have when you are fighting for 
a frozen discard pile. 

Of course, your wild cards are 
valuable, too. They may eventual- 
ly build another canasta for you. 
But they are not as valuable as 
your pairs. 

So, although the pack is already 
frozen, you should discard your 
deuce. On the next round, if the 
odd card you draw does not con- 
stitute a safe discard, you might 
well consider throwing your joker. 

Certainly no player at the table 
can have a better chance than you 
to get the pack; it is hardly pos- 
sible that any other player has as 
good a chance. This means the 
wild cards will probably come 
back to you in due course any- 
way. 

Question: In a two-hand game, 
I needed 120 but forgot and 
thought I needed only 90. A king 
was discarded and I took it with 


a joker and three kings. I didn’t - 


make any other meld. After two 
or three more plays, my opponent 
noticed’ that I hadn’t melded 
enough. What did I have to do 
then? 

Answer: Nothing except go on 
playing. The minute your oppo- 
nent made his next draw, your 
meld became legal and sufficient.

These plump little birds often 
build nests in old tree stumps or 
posts.

. Where did such a strange name 
as “nuthatch” come from? It 
grew out of the fact that this bird 
often hacks at nuts until they are 
broken open.

AST Monday I made my an- 
[nual visit to the Vassar sum- 

mer institute for family and 
community living. This group is 
a most interesting gathering of 
parents and children who spend 
some ¢time at Vassar. - While the 
children are being taken care of 
by trained people the parents 
have an opportunity to attend 


‘courses and study a variety of 


‘subjects, some of them dealing 
with the children’s lives and their 
upbringing. 

I can always depend on this 
group to ask extremely interest- 
ing questions, and this year was 
no exception. I find these people 
stimulating and am always glad 
of the opportunity to talk with 
them. 

On Thursday a section of the 
young people who are here to at- 
tend the World Assembly of 
Youth, meeting at Cornell Univer- 
sity, came to Hyde Park. I had 
missed seeing one of the earlier 
sections which came on a day 
when I was in New York City, but 
I was pleased to have an oppor- 
tunity to talk to these youngsters. 
They had bus trouble, which I 
find is not infrequent on these 
expeditions, and they were very 
late in arriving, but they made 
the most of their time and seemed 
to enjoy their visit.

I WONDER if many people rea- 
lize what a tremendous piece ot 
work has been undertaken by 
CARE in Yugoslavia through this 
summer. 

Yugoslavia is one of the coun- 
tries that suffered most during 
Warld War II, but it was nature 
which seemed to frown upon her 
recovery last year and brought 
her 75 days of douth. Four mil- 
lion tons of foodstuffs were lost 
—60 per cent of the harvest that 
had been expected to feed the 
people until the end of this sum- 


mer when the new harvest could 
-_be made. 


There was already in Yugoslavia 


a great deal of economic disloca- 
tion because of her break with 
the Soviet countries in 1948. This 
break was made because of the 
patriotic nationalism of the Yugo- 
slav people, who, even though 
they are convinced Communists, 
want to retain their national free- 


dom. In making the break with 
the Soviet area it meant that 
much of their trade, which had 
been with the countries behind 
the Iron Curtain, was cut, off. 
This created great hardship. Our 


Government has helped Yugo- 


Slavia by loans and our people 


have helped by sending food pack- 


ages through CARE.

CARE IS ALWAYS able to or- 
ganize the most difficult under- 
takings, so it was rapidly able to 
distribute thousands of food pack- 
ages. These were donated by 
Americans who have friends or 
relatives in Yugoslavia, and even 
by Americans who have no per- 
sonal tie but who wanted to help 
where there was need. 

Congressmai John A. Blatnik 
of Minnesota said in a speech re- 
cently that CARE had success- 
fully obtained nearly 35,000,000 
pounds of surplus food from the 
Department of Agriculture. This 
included powdered milk and egg 
powder, which is being distributed 
under the supervision of the 
CARE mission staff. This staff 
is composed of Americans and 
they see that the food goes to 
the neediest people. This food was 
contributed without cost, but the 
transportation and packaging has 
to be paid for by CARE, so they 
are asking $5.35, which will guar- 
antee the delivery of each 300 
pounds of this surplus food. 

Every mouthful that reaches 
these people rot only is a token 
of our good will but is a weapon 
against Communist domination.

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URN a day-bed, a_ studio 

couch, or a boxsprings-on-legs 

bed into a sofa. Make any bed 
top-comfortable for late reading. 
Trade part-time service for 
roynd-the-clock service. And per- 
form this practical magic while 
you step up the a in style 
and give it a new spotlight place 
in the room. It’s all done with 
bolsters. 


The honeymoon home awaiting 
the new sofa, the one-room apart- 
ment, the study that must be a 
guest room, the bedroom that as- 
pires to be a bed-sitting room,— 
all these make no cdOmpromise 
with style when bolsters are 
added to plain sleeping comfort. 


The biggest job a bolster can 
do is to make a back for the 
piece of furniture that lacks one, 
so it can be sat on comfortably 
without awkward sprawling. This 
takes depth at the base of the 
bolster so the depth of the seat- 
ing surface is cut down. “‘Today’s 
favorite is the bolster that has a 
comfortable slant, and it may be 
fairly tall, to provide extra back 
support, or lower in the manner 
of modern sofas. Square bolsters 
are popular for both back and 
arms, in the same height,, as in 
the upper right sketch, or with 
the, back bolsters taller than the 
arm bolsters, as in the center 
sketch. The bed can become a 
corner piece with an arm bolster 
at one efid only. 

The slanted bolster is smart at 
the head of a bed, and.the taller 
ones or triangular bolsters are

Round bolsters are 
often used lengthwise. Another 
styling idea.is the flat rectangu- 
lar bolster that is pillow-like but 
firm, combined with two round 
shapes of the same firmness, and 
both of these are useful and deco- 
rative extras which cut down seat 
depth more when they’re used 
with large bolsters or on sofas. 


Bolsters are easy to cover. They 
are best in the same fabric as the 
slipcover and with the same trim 
tailored, self-fabric weltings that 
give style to the handsomest up- 
holstered furniture. This fall will 
see many new ready-made bol- 
sters in the stores, in the many 
shapes sketched, slanted, triangu- 
lar, square, round and in flat 
circles and rectangles, and in 
many sizes. These—shown in the 
previews of home _ furnishing 
fashions for fall in Chicago at the 
American Furniture Mart — are 
muslin covered so you may cover 
them with the fabric that belongs 
to your decorating scheme. They 
are filled with long-lasting, shape- 
retaining rubberized hair.
